Status of Claims 
Claims 1-22 and 33-47 are currently pending in the application. 

Receipt is acknowledged of amendment / response filed on October 04, 2006 and that has 
been entered. Claims 23-32 have been canceled. 

Applicant's amendment and cancellation of non-elected claims have been fully 
considered and found persuasive with respect to the objection of claims 1-32 and 34 and the 
objection is hereby withdrawn.
